WASHINGTON ,4*—Living costs, 
as measured by the government, 
edged up 
slightly 
between 
mid- 
M arch and mid-April. 
The Bureau o f Labo r Statistics 
repo rted to day 
its 
co nsumer’s 
price index adv anced o ne-tenth o f 
o ne per cent during the mo nth. 
Betail fo o ds co sts decline! a bit

The index at nud-April was 113.7 
per cent of 
the 
19 47-49 
average. 
This means, roughly , that purch as­ 
es costing about one dollar five 
y ears’ ago cost nearly $1.14. 
Living costs now are nea r the 
peak set last November when the 
index was 114.3. The mid-April fig­ 
ure was about one-half of one per 
cent under the November record. 
The bureau said living costs now 
are seven-tenths of one per cent 
above a y ear ago and 11.7 per cent 
more than when the Korean War 
began.

FOOD COSTS, which reached a 
peak last August, now are 2.1 per

A “ GREEN WAVE” Is being 
formed in Western Eu rope to check 
tho Red Tide of tho Kremlin. 
This Green Wav e will be an eco­ 
nomic weapon of the farmers of 
the democracies who are tieing 
called u pon to produ ce more food­ 
s tu f f at greater profit to them 
and at leas cost to the peoples of 
Western Eu rope. 
The plan began 
t o take shape 
two y ears ago when the nations of 
Western 
Eu rope met at 
Paris. 
Sicco L. Mansholt, Du tch agricu l­ 
tu re minister, and the then French 
Minister Pierre PflimJin each su b­ 
mitted to the 15-nation conference 
plans calling for an integration of 
agricu ltu re of the delegate nations. 
Althou gh the two proposals had 
differences, the ov er-all objectiv es 
were similar: namely , eliminate 
tariff barriers and the easing of 
the flow of Western Eu rope’s crops 
from one nation to the other. 
The project was called 
“The 
Green Pool” and details of the 
plan were tu rned ov er to the six 
nations of "Little Eu rope” for fu r 
tiler stu dies. These nations inclu de 
France, Italy , West Germany , the 
Netherlands, Belgiu m and Lu x em 
bou rg. 


PRELIMINARY reports indicate 
the six nations find mu ch in agree 
anent, bu t that a hercu lean task re­ 
mains before the final plan can be 
ev olv ed. 
The size of the job can be seen 
by ju st one of many statistics. 
Today , approx imately 40 per cent 
of the av erage Eu ropean's cost-of 
liv ing goes for food. Commu nists 
hav e long seized on this high cost 
as an economic weapon to recru it 
new party members. 
Throu gh the Green Pool, West­ 
ern Eu ropean leaders seek not only 
to cu t the cost of food to their 
people bu t, also, to cu t gov ern­ 
mental 
ex penditu res 
of 
badly - 
necded dollars for food imports 
throu gh increased produ ction. 
The need to create a bloodless 
agrarian rev olu tion became ev ident 
du ring 19 49 and 19 50. West Eu ­ 
rope’s statesmen saw their cou n­ 
tries rev erting to the policies of 
the 
19 30s. 
Indiv idu al 
cou ntries 
were raising tariffs to keep ou t

lower-priced foodstu ffs from neigh-1 ready sale. The French cou ld bu y 
boring lands, ev en thou gh it meant 
their 
own citizens paid 
higher 
prices for home-grown produ ce. 
To an ex tent, the gov ernments 
were 
challenging 
natu re. 
More 
rainfall, better soil, and climate 
cau se inescapable v ariations to the 
size of crops. Yet, ev ery Eu ropean 
nation produ ces v irtu ally tire same 
foodstu ffs. 
The Green Pool seeks to alter 
this condition. Nations joining the 
new plan will commit themselv es 
to agricu ltu ral reforms similar to 
reforms pledged u nder the Schu - 
man plan for the heav y indu stries. 


AS PROJ ECTED by su pporters 
of the plan, the Green Pool will call 
u pon member nations to help their 
farmers raise certain ty pe crops 
and to sharply cu rtail crops that 
other nations might produ ce more 
abu ndantly and at a greatly re­ 
du ced cost. In tu rn, the nations 
will agree to permit a free flow of 
harv est from farms in adjacent 
cou ntries to their m arkets. 
This might mean, for ex ample, 
French 
farmers 
might 
increase 
their grape produ ction and sharp­ 
ly 
redu ce 
their 
cheese 
ou tpu t. 
Du tch fanners might, in tu rn, hike 
their cheese produ ction, cu t back 
grapes, and send their cheese to 
tanff-free French m arket for

sale of their grapes in Holland.

PROPONENTS of the plan say 
this wou ld not wipe ou t the small 
farmer any more than, for ex ­

v illage store shipped in from New 
York state, and, at a price perhaps 
u nder his selling price. 
Opponents of the Green Pool 
hav e declared it cou ld not work

enjoy

liighcr ou tpu t per man in agricu l­ 
tu re du e to a higher degree of 
mechanization; th a t v ariations in 
cu rrency rates and ex changes also 
make an integrated agricu ltu ral 
plan impossible. 
For Americans, the qu estion of 
one market 
was determined 
in 
17 7 6. For Eu ropeans, long accu s­ 
tomed to nationalism and their 
own way of doing things, the road 
to integration appears long and 
difficu lt. 
Howev er, 
as 
one 
spokesman 
pointed ou t, "today , in the era of 
the H-bomb, there is recognition 
that it mu st be done. The tomor­ 
row of accomplishment can not be 
far behind.”

row money for their purposes. 
Practically , this nation's economy is 
kept going by the constant

The purchase of shares (or stock, as it is 
called) adds to lending a participation in 
ownership. lr our largest instruments of 
production, the ownership is so diffused 
that no one person owns an appreciable 
share (sometimes, the largest shareholder 
will not own more than one or two percent 
of the enterprise). 
The reserv oir of capital formed by earn­ 
ings and sav ing s can only be kept full if 
those who earn can sav e after pay ing for

Six y ears ago, with the outbreak of com­ 
munist-spawned trouble in Indo-China and 
Malay a, all signs pointed to an ultimate 
red mov e on the entire lush area ly ing 
south of China.

Correlated with the free world’s

awakening to danger is the air of frantic in­ 
decisiv eness that prev ails once its grav ity 
strikes home. Ev ery suggestion believ ed 
possible has been adv anced on how to sav e 
the rice and raw materials area. They 
range from hav ing the UN declare the reds 
ressors to setting up a Southeast Asia 
Treaty Alliance, patterned after NATO. 
One school of thought holds that the 
best way to take the heat off the Southeast 
is to turn the Nationalist Chinese loose on 
the Chinese mainland. Another—probably 
the only one that would hav e the support 
of London-—thinks the 
U. S. should take 
ov er the danger zone as rn Korea. 
The pressure is on the free world to act 
decisiv ely and realistically , to map a poli­ 
tical and military campaign that accom­ 
modates both the needs of the nativ es and 
the terrain. Adequately supplied guerilla 
battalions might sav e the day . 
But it is 
plain that any supply ing that is done must 
be by the U. S., and that this country will) 
then be criticized by its so-called allies for 
not “ consulting ” them. 


TORNADOES 
MAY TRADITIONALLY is tornado sea­ 
son in a wide area, and this y ear is prov ­ 
ing no ex ception. 
Twisters hav e caused 
g reat loss of life and injuries to hundreds, 
as well as property damage mounting into 
the millions, in scattered areas from Min­ 
nesota to Georgia. 
For sev eral y ears the U. S. Weather Bu­ 
reau has ex perimented with a warning ser­ 
v ice in tornado country , but these meteoro­ 
logical freaks strike so suddenly and with 
such fury that its efforts hav e not been 
highly successful. The best

weather 
men can do is warn that conditions are 
ripe for tornadoes in certain areas, but it 
is difficult to conv ince people that they or 
their property are in danger.

will pass them by .

hood, is state-owned* In Great Britain, a 
part of the economy has been socialized; 
additionally , a relationship between g ov ­ 
ernment and the economy ex ists 
which 
subordinates priv ate enterprise to interna- 
; tional political 
purposes. 
In the United 
States, a mix ed State-priv ate economy ex ­ 
ists on an ex perimental basis. 
If the capitalistic sy stem is to prev ail, 
tax es must be reduced to stimulate sav ings 
and inv estments. The argument as to whe­ 
ther tax es should be reduced before or af­ 
ter the budget is balanced is academic; ac­ 
tually officials find way s of putting 
in 
a 
budget all that the traffic will stand. 
Already a concept is appearing in g ov ­ 
ernment that, should we make peace with 
the Russians and should the Korean War 
end, we should dev ote “ a substantial per­ 
c e n ta g e d the sav ing s achiev ed by disarm­ 
ament to a fund for world aid and recon­ 
struction.” This would mean that, instead 
of the sav ings being used to reduce tax es in 
the United States to conserv e our way of 
life, they would be dissipated ov er the uni- state u niv ersity ,

Severe Injuries of the Chest 
Often Cause Damage to Heart 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WE do n’t u su ally think 
of reck ­ 
less driv ing as a cau se of heart 
disease. Ho wev er, the ty pe of 
chest inju ry that is lik ely 
to oc­ 
cu r in a bad au to wreck can lead 
to heart tro u ble. This is o ne o f the 
Internal inju ries we so often 
read abo u t. 
Inju ry to the chest wall that 
pro tects the heart may cau se 
slight inju ry to the heart, 
such as 
co ntu sio n o r bru ising, 
or may 
cau se v ery sev ere inju ry . 
Not a Common Cause 
Tru e, this Is no t o ne 
of the most 
co mmo n cau ses 
of heart disease. 
Mo re o ften it dev elo ps fro m h ard ­ 
ening o f the arteries o r the fo r­ 
matio n o f a clo t within the blo o d 
v essels su pply ing the heart. Dis­ 
eases su ch as rheu matic fev er, 
scarlet fev er and diphtheria also 
leav e many peo ple witii heart 
disease. 
In the case of a chest injury , 
the wall o f the heart itself may be 
damaged and scarred, so th a t a 
heart attack fo llo ws, similar to a 
co ro nary attack . The heart may 
ev en be ru ptu red. At times, ev en 


Usu ally , th is ty pe of heart 
damage can be detected by an 
electro cardio graph. Howev er, it 
may tak e as lo ng as two to 
six 
day s befo re the damage is shown 
by this dev ice. Therefo re, ev en 
tho u gh the perso n’s 
electrocar­ 
dio gram is no rmal o n the 
day of 
the inju ry , he may still hav e 
heart damage. 
Rest Required 
In inju ries where the heart mus­ 
cles su ffer a co ntu sio n o r 
bruise, 
o r where the heart is definitely 
scarred, the perso n is u su ally 
re­ 
qu ired to rest fro m two to 
four 
week s. Ox y gen is so metimes of 
help in clearing u p the co nditio n. 
Many times the heart will beat 
irregu larly fo r many day s. 
Inju ries that pro du ce electro­ 
cardio graph changes can prov e 
dangero u s. If the inju ry is so 
sev ere that it cau ses ru ptu re of 
the heart,* the sac enclo sing the 
heart has to be tapped and the 
escaped blo o d drawn o ff. 
A sur­ 
gical o peratio n can then be at­ 
tempted in o rder to repair the 
to rn heart.

Problems of the Christian Conscience 


(Temperance Lesson) 
P A U L R E B U K E S C O RIN TH IA N S

W H IL E OUR M A N N ER of liv­ 
ing" in our western world is far 
more comfortable, due to modern 
inventions, than it was in the days 
of the early Christian church of 
which Paul W'ritcs, the same old 
evils that he wrote about so vigor­ 
ously are still with us. 
In Corinth, that great Grecian 
city—one of the most important 
cities of the Roman world —there 
was much wickedness. Paul had 
established 
a Christian 
church 
there, but he is aware of the sins 
of the citizens of Corinth and the 
temptations confronting the mem­ 
bers of his church there, so he 
writes with vigor, wisdom arid 
love to the disciples there of their 
most pressing problems. 
First he takes up the subject 
of immoral living. Word has come 
to him that one of their number 
was living with his father s wife, 
and that the brethren not only 
did not rebuke him, but actually 
seemed proud of his iniquity. 
Paul reminds the Corinthians 
that “a little leaven leavened the I 
W’hole lump.” Keeping such a man 
in their church might contami­ 
nate many, or the whole church, 
as a rotten apple in a basket or 
barrel would, if left among the 
good fruit, in time cause all to 
become unsound. 
"Therefore put a w a y f r o m 


even suggested that if a sanctified 
brother married an unbeliever, 
he should not leave her, and the 
same for the sanctified wife Who 
wed an unbeliever. 
“ For the unbelieving husband 
is sanctified by the wife, and the 
unbelieving wife is sanctified by 
the husband, else were your chil­ 
dren unclean, but now' they are 
holy. 
“ For what k no w e st thou, O 
wife, whether thou shalt save thy 
husband? or how knowest thou, 
O man, whether thou shalt save 
thy w ife?” 
Now as to the problem of eat­ 
ing meat that had been offered to 
idols, which Paul takes up next, 
a word of explanation s e e m s 
necessary, so I quote R. C. H, 
Lenski. 
“ The pagan temple rituals, and 
many state occasions, festivals, 
the lives of families and of indi­ 
viduals, all involved sacrifices to 
the gods and the participation of 
larger or smaller circles in the 
feasts connected with these ritu­ 
als. 
The desire to participate in such 
feasts, united with the obligations 
of family connections or of friend­ 
ship, raised the question, how far 
a Christian might go in this re­ 
gard. 
A part of the a n i m a l wa*

among yourselves t h a t wicked 
person,” he writes. Immoral liv­ 
ing brings its own punishment In 
the physical and spiritual destruc­ 
tion of the sinner. This we know. 
Paul writes: “ W hat? know' ye 
that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own ? 
“For ye are b o u g h t with a 
price: (the Crucifixion of Christ); 
therefore g l o r i f y God in your 
body, and in your spirit, which 
are God's.” 
When you are tempted, think 
©f these w ords of Pauls written 
so. long ago, but as trenchant to­ 
day as they were then. 
Next Paul takes up the matter 
of quarrels among the brethren, 
and rebukes the taking of these 
troubles to heathen courts so that 
the defrauded may be revenged. 
"Is it so that there is not a wise 
man among you? 
no, not one 
that shall be able to judge be­ 
tween his brethren? But brother 
goeth to law' with brother, and 
that before the unbelievers. . . , 
J'1 ay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. Know ye 
not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God?” 
As far as we know Paul was 
not married. He may have been 
of course, and the wife died, but 
nowhere does he mention her, He 
believed in marriage, however, 
according to his letters, and he

Now Paul s opinion was that 
Christians, believing only in the 
one God, knowing there were no 
other gods, might eat such meat. 
"But meat commendeth us not 
to God; for neither if we eat, are 
W’e the better; neither if we eat 
not. are we the w'orse. 
But take h e e d lest by any 
means this liberty of yours be­ 
come a stumbling block to them 
that are weak. For if any man 
see thee which hast knowledge sit 
at meat in the idol’s temple, shall 
not the conscience of him which 
is weak be emboldened to eat 
those things which are offered to 
idols. And through thy knowledge 
shall the w'eak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died?” 
Christians should not only live 
temperately, and l o v e one an- 
other for t h e i r own salvation, 
but also for the example they 
will set for those with whom they 
come in contact. 
“ And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in 
all things. 
’ But I keep under my body and 
bring it into subjection: lest that 
by any m e a n s , w'hen I have 
preached to others. I m y s e l f 
should be a castaway.”

who abuse wander drugs. 
The dental profession right now 
is actively promoting a 
wonder 
instrument 
for 
keeping 
teeth 
clean. It is called a toothbrush, 
and has been known for some 
years. 
Warning that dental health is 
Tieing imperilled by the public’s 
belief that 
dentrificcs 
will 
do 
.more than they actually will, Dr. 
William Alstadt, a trustee of the 
American 
Dental 
Association, 
said recently; 
“ There is still no green won­ 
der or w'hite miracle toothpaste 
or powder that 
will 
magically 
prevent dental decay and eradi­ 
cate disease of the gums. No such 
dentrifice will do anything that a 
suitable toothbrush properly used 
won’t accomplish alone.’’ 
Every new wonder drug, when 
properly tested, takes its place 
in the endless checkerboard bat­ 
tle against disease. But there is 
still no “ fountain of youth” be 
yond proper living, and no drug 
will ever be more than an a c­ 
cessory to it in keeping healthy. 
The fact of history is: 
All panaceas—medical, econo­ 
mic, or political—when 
blindly 
taken by a person or a civiliza­ 
tion are more likely to kill than 
to cure. A basic

Upward By Mid-April 


WASHINGTON .P—Living costs, 
*s measured by the government, 
edged up 
Tightly 
between 
mid- 
March and mid-April. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today 
its 
consumer's 
price index advanced one-tenth of 
one per cent during the month. 
Betail foods costs decline! a bit 
but other consumer costs 
rose 
slightly. 


The index at mid April was 113.7 
per cent of the 1947 49 average 
This means, roughly, that purchas­ 
es costing about one dollar five 
years ago cost nearly $1.14. 
Living costs now are near the 
peak set last November when the 
index was 114 3. The mid-April fig­ 
ure was about one-half of one per 
cent under the November record. 
The bureau said living costs now 
are seven-tenths of one per cent | 
above a year ago and 11.7 per cent 
more than when the Korean War 
began.

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GREEN WAVE TO COMBAT RED TIDE 
• 
• • • 
Co-Operation Agriculture-wise Seen West Europe Weapon 


By SANt-ORD MARKEY

A “GREEN WAVE" is being 
formed in Western Europe to check 
the Red Tide of tho Kremlin. 
This Green Wave will be an eco­ 
nomic weapon of the fanners of 
the democracies who are being 
called upon to produce more food­ 
s tu ff at greater profit to them 
and at less cost to the peoples of 
Western Europe. 
The plan began to take shape 
two years ago when the nations of 
Western Europe met at Paris. 
Sicco L. ManshoJt, Dutch agricul­ 
ture minister, and the then French 
Minister Pierre Pfiimlin each sub­ 
mitted to tile 15-nation conference 
plans calling for an integration of 
agriculture of the delegate nations. 
Although the two proposals had 
differences, the over-all objectives 
were similar: namely, eliminate 
tariff barriers and the easing of 
the flow of Western Europe’s crops 
from one nation to the other. 
The project was called 
“The 
Green Pool” and details of the 
plan were turned over to the six 
nations of “Little Europe" for fur­ 
ther studies. These nations include 
France, Italy, West Germany, the 
Netherlands, Belgium and Luxem­ 
bourg. 
* 
• 
* 
PRELIMINARY reports indicate 
the six nations find much in agree­ 
ment, but that a herculean task re­ 
mains before the final plan can be 
evolved. 
The size of the job can be seen 
by just one of many statistics. 
Today, approximately 40 per cent 
of the average European’s cost-of- 
living goes for food. Communists 
have long seized on this high cost 
as an economic weapon to recruit 
new party members. 
Through the Green Pool, West­ 
ern European leaders seek not only 
to cut the cost of food to their 
people but, also, to cut govern­ 
mental 
expenditures 
of 
badly- 
needed dollars for food Imports 
through increased production. 
The need to create a bloodless 
agrarian revolution became evident 
during 1949 and 1950. West Eu­ 
rope’s statesmen saw their coun­ 
tries reverting to the policies of 
the 
1930s. 
Individual 
countries 
were raising tariffs to keep out

lower-priced foodstuffs from neigh­ 
boring lands, even though it meant 
their own citizens paid higher 
prices for home-grown produce. 
To an extent, the governments 
were challenging 
nature. 
More 
rainfall, better soil, and climate 
cause inescapable variations to the 
size of crops. Yet, every European 
nation produces virtually the same 
foodstuffs. 
The Green Pool seeks to alter 
this condition. Nations joining the 
new plan will commit themselves 
to agricultural reforms similar to 
reforms pledged under the Schu- 
man plan for the heavy Industries. 
» 
• 
« 
AS PROJECTED by supporters 
of the plan, the Green Pool will call 
upon member nations to help their 
farmers raise certain type crops 
and to sharply curtail crops that 
other nations might produce more 
abundantly and at a greatly re­ 
duced cost. In turn, the nations 
will agree to permit a free flow of 
harvest from farms in adjacent 
countries to their markets. 
This might mean, for example, 
B'rench 
farmers might increase 
their grape production and sharp­ 
ly 
reduce 
their cheese output. 
Dutch farmers might, in turn, hike 
their cheese production, cut back 
grapes, and send their cheese to 
a tariff-free B'rench market for

PROPONENTS of the plan say 
this would not wipe out the small 
farmer any more than, for ex­ 
ample, our farm policy prevents 
an

peaches for his own needs even 
though he can buy peaches a t the 
village store shipped in from New 
York state, and, at a price perhaps 
under his selling price. 
Opponents of the Green Pool 
have declared it could not work 
because 
some 
nations

ture due to a higher degree of 
mechanization; that variations in 
currency rates and exchanges also 
make an integrated agricultural 
plan impossible. 
For Americans, the question of 
one market was determined in 
1776. For Europeans, long accus­ 
tomed to nationalism and their 
own way of doing things, the road 
to integration appears long and 
difficult. 
However, 
as

spokesman 
pointed out, "today, in the era of 
the H-bomb, there is recognition 
that it must be done. The tomor­ 
row of accomplishment can not be 
far behind."

However, the governm ent was 
glad to get rid of the 17-acre 
island, a form er quarantine sta­ 
tion purchased from the city of 
Boston 40 years ago. 
The purchaser inherited with Ills 
Island a cem etery, plus a story 
th a t Captain Kidd’s gold is buried 
there. He may have need for the 
hidden treasure. 
Now that the 
island is no longer government 
property, it is liable for city and 
state taxes. 
There are several more islands 
in Boston harbor, also up for sale, 
as well as a few in New' York 
harbor.

THERE ARE some islands for 
sole in the Gulf of Mexico and one 
in San Francisco harbor was re­ 
cently disposed of. 
The best buy probably liasn’t 
been discovered yet. It aw aits the 
energetic initiative of some Twen­ 
tieth Century Columbus.

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IT S HAPPENED AGAIN 
IN S O U T H E A S T Asia, the free world is 
demonstrating again that to be forewarned 
is not to be forearmed. This is the neatest 
trick in the free nations’ arsenal of self-de­ 
ception. To anticipate trouble in an area, 
and then through an expert combination of 
apathy, wishful thinking and paralysis of 
action, to let direst forebodings come true. 
Six years ago, with the outbreak of com­ 
munist-spawned trouble in Indo-China and 
Malaya, all signs pointed to an ultimate 
red move on the entire lush area lying 
south of China. The invasion of Laos is now 
belatedly acknowledged as proof of the 
communists’ long-range plan. 
Correlated with the free world's slow 
awakening to danger is the air of frantic in­ 
decisiveness that prevails once its gravity 
strikes home. Every suggestion believed 
possible has been advanced on how to save 
the rice and raw materials area. They 
range from having the UN declare the reds 
aggressors to setting up a Southeast Asia 
Treaty Alliance, patterned after NATO. 
One school of thought holds that the 
best way to take the heat off the Southeast 
is to turn the Nationalist Chinese loose on 
the Chinese mainland. Another—probably 
the only one that would have the support 
of London—thinks the U. S. should take 
over the danger zone as in Korea. 
The pressure is on the free world to act 
decisively and realistically, to map a poli­ 
tical and military campaign that accom­ 
modates both the needs of the natives and 
the terrain. Adequately supplied guerilla 
battalions might save the day. 
But it is 
plain that any supplying that is done must 
be by the U. S., and that this country will 
then be criticized by its so-called allies for 
not “consulting” them. 


TORNADOES 
MAY TRADITIONALLY is tornado sea­ 
son in a wide area, and this year is prov­ 
ing no exception. 
Twisters have caused 
great loss of life and injuries to hundreds, 
as well as property damage mounting into 
the millions, in scattered areas from Min­ 
nesota to Georgia. 
For several years the U. S. Weather Bu­ 
reau has experimented with a warning ser­ 
vice in tornado country, but these meteoro­ 
logical freaks strike so suddenly and with 
such fury that its efforts have not been 
highly successful. The best

weather 
men can do is warn that conditions are 
ripe for tornadoes in certain areas, but it 
is difficult to convince people that they or 
their property are in danger. 
They figure the chances are 1,000 to I 
that the funnel-shaped twister, if it comes, 
will pass them by.

A capitalistic society exists because of 
the investment in industry and commerce 


of privately-owned accumulations of earn­ 
ings. In a word, the savings of many thou­ 
sands of earners form a reservoir from 
which those who create new ventures or 
expand or improve existing ventures bor­ 
row money for their purposes. 
Practically, this nation's economy is 
kept going by the constant 
borrowing of 
money in the form of leans, mortgages, 
sales of shares or bonds, by enterprisers. 
The purchase of shares (or stock, as it is 
called) adds to lending a participation in 
ownership. lr* our largest instruments of 
production, the ownership is so diffused 
that no one person owns an appreciable 
share (sometimes, the largest shareholder 
will not own more than one or two percent 
of the enterprise). 
The reservoir of capital formed by earn­ 
ings and savings can only be kept full if 
those who earn can save after paying for 
their cost of living, the upbringing of their 
children, and taxes to the Federal, State 
and municipal governments. Taxes, as an 
element in this problem, can be low enough 
to permit savings or so high as to 
forbid 
savings. 
From the national, not the individual, 
standpoint, taxes determine the economic 
and, ultimately, the political nature of so­ 
ciety. If taxes dry up the reservoir of sav­ 
ings, then private economic venture be­ 
comes impossible. 
The State must then provide funds, 
either in the form of loans out of taxes as 
in the instances of the RFC or the Export- 
Import Bank, or the State itself undertakes 
the economic enterprises as in TVA or Ru­ 
ral Electrification. 
In Soviet Russia, wealth, except for pur­ 
poses of an individual’s immediate 
liveli­ 
hood, is state-owned* In Great Britain, 
a 
part of the economy has been socialized; 
additionally, a relationship between gov­ 
ernment and the economy exists

PAUL REBUKES CORINTHIANS 
FOR HARBORING HEINOUS SINS

WHILE OUR MANNER of liv­ 
ing: in our western world is far 
more comfortable, due to modern 
inventions, than it was in the days 
of the early Christian church of 
which Paul writes, the same old 
evils that he wrote about so vigor­ 
ously are still with us. 
In Corinth, that great Grecian 
city—one of the most important 
cities of the Roman world—there 
was much wickedness. Paul had 
established 
a Christian 
church 
there, but he is aware of the sins 
of the citizens of Corinth and the 
temptations confronting the mem­ 
bers of his church there, so he 
writes with vigor, wisdom and 
love to the disciples there of their 
most pressing problems. 
First he takes up the subject 
of immoral living. Word has come 
to him that one of their number 
was living with his father's wife, 
and that the brethren not only 
did not rebuke him, but actually 
seemed proud of his iniquity. 
Paul reminds the Corinthians 
that “a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump.” Keeping such a man 
in their church might contami­ 
nate many, or the whole church, 
as a rotten apple in a basket or 
barrel would, if left among the 
good fruit, in time cause all to 
become unsound. 


even suggested that if a sanctified 
brother married an unbeliever, 
he should not leave her, and the 
same for the sanctified wife Who 
wed an unbeliever. 
“For the unbelieving husband 
is sanctified by the wife, and the 
unbelieving wife is sanctified by 
the husband, else were your chil­ 
dren unclean, but now they are 
holy. 
“For what k n o w ' e s t thou, O 
wife, whether thou shalt save thy 
husband? or how knowest thou, 
O man, whether thou shalt save 
thy wife?” 
Now as to the problem of eat­ 
ing meat that had been offered to 
idols, which Paul takes up next, 
a word of explanation s e e m s 
necessary, so I quote R. C. H . 
Lenski. 
“The pagan temple rituals, and 
many state occasions, festivals, 
the lives of families and of indi­ 
viduals, all involved sacrifices to 
the gods and the participation of 
larger or smaller circles in the 
feasts connected with these ritu­ 
als. 
The desire to participate in such 
feasts, united with the obligations 
of family connections or of friend­ 
ship, raised the question, how far 
a Christian might go in this re­ 
gard. 
A part of the a n i m a l was

among yourselves t h a t wicked 
person,” he writes. Immoral liv­ 
ing brings its own punishment In 
the physical and spiritual destruc­ 
tion of the sinner. This we know. 
Paul w’rites: "What? know' ye 
that your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own? 
“For ye are b o u g h t with a 
price: (the Crucifixion of Christ); 
therefore g l o r i f y God in your 
body, and in your spirit, which 
are God’s.” 
When you are tempted, think 
of these words of Paul s written 
so. long ago, but as trenchant to­ 
day as they were then. 
Next Paul takes up the matter 
of quarrels among the brethren, 
and rebukes the taking of these 
troubles to heathen courts so that 
the defrauded may be revenged. 
’ Is it so that there is not a wise 
man among you? 
no, not one 
that shall be able to judge be­ 
tween his brethren? But brother 
goeth to law' with brother, and 
that before the unbelievers. . , . 
Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. Know ye 
not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God?” 
As far as we know Paul was 
not married. He may have been, 
of course, and the wife died, but 
nowhere does he mention her. He 
believed in marriage, however, 
according to his letters, and he

"But take h e e d lest by any 
means this liberty of yours be­ 
come a stumbling block to them 
that are weak. For if any man 
see thee which hast knowledge sit 
at meat in the idol s temple, shall 
not the conscience of him which 
is weak be emboldened to eat 
those things which are offered to 
idols. And through thy knowledge 
shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died?” 
Christians should not only live 
temperately, and l o v e one an­ 
other for t h e i r own salvation, 
but also for the example they 
will set for those with whom they 
come in contact. 
"And every man that stnveth 
for the mastery is temperate in 
all things. 
"But I keep under my body and 
bring it into subjection: lest that 
by any m e a n s , w'hen I have 
preached to others, I m y s e l f 
should be a castaway.”

It is called a toothbrush, 
and has been known for some 
years. 
Warning that dental health is

more than they actually will. Dr.

Every new wonder drug, when 
properly tested, takes its place 
in the endless checkerboard bat­ 
tle against disease. But there is 
still no “fountain of youth” be­ 
yond proper living, and no drug 
will ever be more than an ac­ 
cessory to it in keeping healthy. 
The fact of history is: 
All panaceas—medical, econo­ 
mic, or political—when 
blindly 
taken by a person or a civiliza­ 
tion are more likely to kill than 
to cure. A basic 
ingredient in 
every medicine is common sense.

Insects with a family tree 
that 
can he definitely traced at least 12 
generations to 1749 vs ill treat south­ 
western and west-central 
Ohioans 
to a serenade this month. 
Commonly — and

—called the IT year 
locust,

periodical cica la soon will begin 
emerging from the ground in an 
area roughly hounded by a line 
from Mercer County to Wyandot, 
to Pickaway, to Hamilton and to 
Mercer again. 
It also will cover most of

Illinois, southern Wisconsin, south­ 
ern Michigan, much of West

HE TELLS of a recent transla 
tion of a Swedish scientific journal 
article published in 1756 in which 
the

about a cicada brood of 1749. The 
brood Kalm saw in 1749 is the sam e 
brood which will show up in Ohio 
this year—12 generations later. 
In the article. Kalm said Benja­ 
min Franklin, Philadelphia, helped 
locate records that traced cicadas 
back to 1715. 
When the insects come out of the 
ground from 6 to 7 p. rn. on May 
evenings 
in 
Ohio, 
they 
will

nymphs—have no wings. They will 
try to find a tree,
